Texan Devastation. 


WlNNii'EO. Man., Nov. 10.—Thirty-seven 


lives wora lost near Porb Arthur Sunday 
nisUt. The Algoma, ouo of tho iron-clad 
transfer steamers of the Canadian Pacillc, 
left Owen sound, Ontario, last Thursday. 
Monday afternoon, 
whilo rounding Islo 


Royal, tho stoamor Athabasca sighted tho 
fragments of a wreck on tho troachorom 
reer. A rescuing boat was manned, and, 
altor considerable difficulty, ruade|tbo lihore, 
rescuing the crew—thlrtoon mon— and two 
passengers of tho ill fatod Algouio. They 
reported that thirty-seven passengers had 
perished in tho wreck. Tho survivors could 
not have ondurod the hardships of exposure 
and hunger much longer. 
When they woro 


landed at Port Huron by tho Athabasca Into 
Monday evening many of them [woro dan- 
gerously prostrated. 


Tort Arthur a on tho extreme northern 


coast of Lako Superior and distant from 
here nearly 300 milos. Tho scono o£ tho 
wreck is southwest from Port Arthur thirty 
mlloo or moro. 
All tho facts known hero 


aro gathered from personal dispatches an- 
nouncing tho loss of relatives nrfrionds, and 
from two telegrams to the Canadian Pacific 
officials, bristly outlining the manner of tho 
catastrophe. It appears that a heavy storm 
provailod on the lake, Sunday night, ono ol 
ita features boiug a dense fog. Shortly after 
the Algoma rounded into the straits which 
Islo Koyal skirts ehocrashodiiii to a concealed 
roof, and a few moment, later tho t>o;ic was 
shivorod asunder. It collapsed so quickly 
that many of tho victim; perished ii> their 
cabins, 
whoro they 
had 
taken :'t;fup;o 


from tho inclement weather. Others, who 
roacbod thu deck, woro given no assUtanco, 
and clung to the rigging iu despair until ^in- 
gulfed or swept nwuy. Tho crow, frenzied 
by tho disaster, thought only or saving thom- 
solvos. With ft quick rush for the nearest 
boat, they ilockod in aud swung it from tho 
davits before tho passengers could follow. 
Two. however, contrived to crowd in,leaving 
tho abandoned one?, among thorn several 
women and children, helpless and hopeless 
on tho dock of tho doomed steamor. 
Tho 


boat was capsizod several times by tho 
waves, but was righted again. Tho sur- 
vivors succooded in reaching laud, almost 
dead from exposure and exhaustion. Th« 
storm continued to rngo furiously oil night 
long. Tho Athabasca came along about 
noon Monday, and as tho channel i-i narrow 
could not avoid seeing tbo wreck and the 
distress o£ those on tho island. 


There Is intense excitement in this city, as 


many people hole had friends on board. 
A 


list of the cubin passengers can bo had at 
Toronto or Sault Sto. Mario, whore a mani- 
fest of tho pitssongors is given to tho custom 
house. 
Among tho lost are known to bo tho wilo 


and two children o£ E. Di'dgoou, a dry 
goods 
merchant 
of 
'Winnipeg. Mrs. 


Dudgeon was B5 yours old. 
The children, a 


boy and girl, were ogod respectively 0 and 
4 yoars.

WIGS AND WIGMAKER3.

One of tho few markets for woman's 


work which is not overcrowded nnd at 
\vhkh competent and fairly intelligent 
^irls can c;irn good wages from the lirat 
day they outer upon tho profession is 
that which includes tho working, cnt- 
ting and general arrangement of tho 
human hair. At present tho hair trade, 
like everyothor branch of business., is 
remarkably dull, but in this case there 
is a special reason for depression. 


''.Short hair," said ono of the loading 


tonsorml artists iu St. Louis, "has 
spoiled the business. I hope to good- 
ness it 
will go out Of fashion soon: 


thoro is no money in it at all. It takes 
six or eight people all day to earn 310 
cutting hair. 
"Givo ine," ho added, 


waxing pathetic, "anything, anything 
rather than short hair." 


Tho a e rage wages for fomalo hair 


drossors is $8 per weak rising to ijld 
and sinking to $3. A girl who under- 
stands tho wliolo business thoroughly in 
all its branches cnn command $!•-; uny- 
whero. 
Au Olive street hair dresser 


lias at tho present timo two in his em- 
ploy who uommjind that sum. 
This 


merchant employs at tho present time 
about forty girls. Two years ago ho 
had ISO and paid out $TUO weekly in 
wages to female 
help. 
Othor "hair 


tlrcssors also employ young ladies. Il 
ceed not bo said that tho profits of tho 
profession lie iu tha falsa hair depart- 
ment. 
Tho loading hair dressoi'S of tho 


city average three wigs a day, even in 
iho present dull times. 


I.adics who have had their hair cut 


and aro tirod of it buy wigs or switches 
to wear in tho street. Those whoso hair 
is poor or sull'or from baldness wear 
them at nil tiraes. 
(Jirls who confmo 


their attention to hair-working alo&a 
earn from if,") to $10 a wock. 
It is ao 


.irt that needs some skill and no small 
amount of patience and persoveranco to 
iucceed with. The hair with whieh tho 
wigs are made is collected by special 
drumnjcrs in Germany and i'ranco. 
England and Belgium aro but poor mar- 
kets for hair, not becausoof Its scarcity, 
>jr both English and Belgian women 
have tho finest heads o£ hair in the 
world, but because they will not sell it, 
When collected it is put through a 
cleansing process severe enough to fetch 
tho dirt out of an elephant's hide nnd 
then dyed several times ovor. Tho best 
hairdressers never buy hair from tho 
head or from private hands. To tins 
rule, however, there are two exceptions. 
Perfectly whito hair is so rare that it is 
grabbed eagerly from any sourco and n 
liberal priee givon for it." 


Natural curling hair is also of consid- 


erable value. A good wig of white hair 
costs about $40. but ?and this is a se- 
cret of tho trade and can only bo toll! 
in whispers; the material of which these 
ivigs aro made is clipped from tho fest> 
ivo goat, and nevor from the human 
head. A particularly soft, silky kind 
of snow-whito hair originates on tho 
Angara rabbit. 
A perfectly whito and 


abundant wig of whito human hair" 
would cost $1,000 at least, a price whjrti 
lew ladies would bo willing to pay. 
I load hair—that is, hair cut from the 
head after death—is never used by any 
tonsorial artist worthy of tho name. 
Indeed, it can not bo used to any ad- 
vantage, as it 'will noithor curl, twist 
nor manipulate. 
Hair cut from a liv- 


ing head is not dead, a fact which can 
easily be proved by taking a hair iuvl 
stretching it ou; to its utmost capacity 
It will then contract quickly back to its 
former position.
